File No. IPCi4j5(242)l92-97 :—Attention is invited to the item No. 9 
(Life saving and sight saving drugs, medicines and equipment as may be specifiec 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports) of the list of items which shal 
not be regarded as consumer goods given in Chapter XV of the Export and Im 
port Policy, .1992—97 published under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notiti 
No. l-ITC(PN)|92 -97 dated 31-3M992. 

2. The list of life saving and sight saving drugs .medicines and equipmen 
qualifying for import at official exchange rate is under preparation and wouli 
be notified in duo course of time. In tho meantime there is however no restrictios 
on the import of drugs, medicines and equipment, life saving or otherwise (excep 
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the drugs|medicines, equipment listed in the Negative List) at the market deter¬ 
mined exchange rate. Authorised dealers in foreign exchange (Banks) may open 
Letters of Credit for import of such items at market exchange rate. Customs 
authorities will allow clearance of imports of the items without import licence.
